OPPOSING THE PAYNE BILL 


tald to Be Making Combinations With 


Democrats That Threaten the Tariff 


Measure—President 
Appealed by 


Cannon and Others to Use His In- 


fluence to Bring the Recalcitrants 
Into Line 


Washington, April 1.—The situation 


with which, the house of reprebenta- 
tlves finds themselves confronted in 
dealing with the Payne tariff bill con- 
tinues to give the greatest concern at 
the White House. It Is said that Presi- 
dent Taft was directly appealed to by 
Speaker Cannon and Messrs. Payne 
and Dalzell Tuesday, whea they spent 
more than and "hour and a half with 
the chief 
executive at 
the 
White 


House. 


The tactics of the "Insurgents" are 


worrying the leaders to even a great- 
er'degree than they are willing to ad- 
mit, and it Is to bring these "recalci- 
trants" into line that the president's 
aid has been sought. 


It has been reported to Taft, ac- 


cording to current report, that the 
"insurgents" are not living up to the 
letter of the verbal agreement they 
made with him at the time of the fight 
against the house rules at the begin- 
ning of the present session. 
At that 


time the "insurgents" are said to have 
pledged themselves not to oppose the 
tariff bill If the president would agree 
to keep his hands off the fight to re- 
vise the rules. This arrangement was 
agreeable to Taft. 


Now, the house leaders contend, 


the "Insurgents" are not only oppos- 
ing the bill, but are making combina- 
tions with the Democrats to the extent 
of threatening 
the measure. 
They 


say they cannot put the bill through 
In satisfactory shape 'until the "in- 
surgents" are whipped'into line. 


It is said that the president has been 


appealed to to use his influence to per- 
suade the Republicans who are helping 
to endanger the bill to abandon their 
attitude. 
It Is declared that only in 


this way can a definite arrangement be 
made or a limitation be placed upon 
debate and amendments- 
The presi- 


dent is considering the matter. 


According to opinions expressed at 


the White House,- the president will 
find conditions more favorable in the 
senate than in the house. He is said 
to have received the assurance of the 
leaders there that they are In eym- 
'pathy with him and will uphold his 
policy to the best of their ability. 
TT-e president himself said a day or 
two ago that he had been assured that 
tile senate was agreeable to the maxi- 
mum and minimum principle of' the 
Payne bill.

by Fidelity Funding Company, Now 


In Hands of Receivers—His Parish- 


loners and Cleveland Financial Cir- 


cles Not Surprised at Turn of Events 


—Church Not Involved 


Cleveland, April 1.—Rev. William 


McMahon, pastor 
of St. 
Bridget's 


Catholic church in this city and edi- 
tor of The Catholic Universe, Sled a 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy in 
the United States court here. In the 
petition his total liabilities are seated 
:o be $1,594,142, with assets aggre- 
;ating 575,207, of which ?71,oOO 
is 


real estate. 


Father McMahon was a director of 


the Fidelity Funding company of New 
York, founded by P. J. Kieran, which 
now is in the hands of receivers. Thus 
It came about that his name was 
signed to many of the papers issued 
by the company and for those he now 
Is ield liable by the receivers. 


The petition enumerates many notes 


signed by McMahon. 
They are held 


mostly by New York, Pittsburg and 
Cleveland banks. Included in the se- 
cured claims as filed by the petitioner 
are liabilities held by almost every 
banking institution of prominence in 
Cleveland and similar institutions in 
Boston, New York, Pittsburg, Syra- 
cuse and Buffalo. 


The petition enumerates a score or 


more of notes signed by McMahon 
which are the basis of claims. 
The 


dates of many of these are not given, 
but the petitioner 
admits his re- 


sponsibility both as maker and en- 
dorser and includes them in his in- 
ventory of legal liabilities. 


The filing ot the petition 'by Attor- 


ney Sutphen was not entirely a sur- 
prise, either to financial circles here 
or to the parishioners of St. Bridgets, 
who had known for some time past 
that the financial affairs of McMahon 
were in a badly tangled state, owing 
to his connection with the Kieran en- 
terprises. 


Late in 1905 McMahon 
first 
camc- 


Into close contact with Kieran. 
Thc- 


latte'r was then the moving spirit in 
the Reliance Life Insurance company 
and the FIdenity Insurance company, 
both of which were 
operated 
from 


Buffalo. 
The priest borrowed a-small 


amount of money in 1905 from Kieran.. 
who is said to have offered him a low- 
er rate of interest than charged bj 
other companies engaged In a similai 
line of business. 


The friendship between the priesi 


and the financier grew to such an ex- 
tent that the former 'signed 
or en- 


dorsed the notes which now are heU! 
against him and at the time 
of the 


failure of the Fidelity Funding com- 
pany was one of ttce board of direct- 
ors. 


When Kleran's troubles came lasi 


December McMahon's dealings were 
.supposed to extend only to the reor- 
ganization of the Euclid Avenue Trust 
company of Cleveland, in which he 
signed notes for J35,000. 
His assets 


were then said not to exceed ?20,000. 


It is announced by a priest closely 


Identified with the affairs of the Cleve- 
land diocese that the liability set forth 
in the petition in voluntary bankruptcy 
made by McMahon is personal, and 
that the CathoKc church property is 
not involved in a way that the church 
can lose. 


The title to all Catholic church 


property, it is explained, in all part* 
of the world is vested in the arch- 
bishop of the diocese In which it is lo- 
cated, and mortgages must be sanc- 
tioned by the prelate in charge. 


It was after Kieran had explained 


to McMahon that it was his purpose? to 
make the Fidelity Funding company 
the chief financial agent of the Catho- 
lic church in the matter of loans and 
mortgages that the pricnst became in- 
volved.

RATS CARRIED PLAGUE 


San Francisco Rid of the Disease- by 


Killing Off the Rodents 


Washington, April 1.—The story of 


the long, hard-fought campaign to rid 
San Krancisco of Its recent epidemic 
of the bubonic plague, is told in a re- 
port made public by the marine hos- 
pital1 service. 


The disease was spread by a cer- 


tain breed of flea which Infected the 
rats, which in turn carried the plague 
broadcast. 
Approximately 1,000,000 


rodents were slain in the effort to wipe 
out the plague. 
Nearly 100,000 rats 


were examined, and of this number 
more than 300 carried fleas Infected 
with the disease. 


The campaign consisted of killing 


off rats, disinfecting 
premises 
and 


ships where the plague-infected rats 
had been found, and preventing the 
breeding and spread of the pests.
